county commissioners are successful. 
Although the contract has not yet 
been let. it is figured that, by mak­ 
ing the concrete part of the road one 
foot narrower and the gravel part 
two feet narrower, the cost of con­ 
struction can bo brought within the 
funds at the disposal of the county 
authorities for the purpose. 
The failure of the lowest bidder on 
the original plans, for a mile and a 
half of concrete and eight miles and 
a half of gravel improved highway, to 
come within the amount available foe 
the project was the occasion of consid- 
able disappointment on the part of 
Millican people and of the county’ 
generally. 
It is hoped bv the county 
authorities that they will be able to 
close up the J' atter with the contrac­ 
tor. but they do not care to go into 
detailed statem ent at this time, as 
nothing definite has been signed up 
with the contractors as yet.

MALARIALMOSQUITO 
DOOMED RT PROGRAM 
OF HEALTH OFFICER 


State Authorities Send 
Man to Bryan to Aid 
in Sanitary Work. 


W ar has been 
declared 
on 
the 
anopheles mosquito by the state board 
of health, according to a letter from 
C. W. Goddard, state health officei 
to the secretary of the 
commercial 
club, and in furthc ranee of the hos­ 
tilities in this section of the state a 
sanitary engineer is to be delegated to 
make a survey of the region around 
Bryan. 
The commercial club has in­ 
structed the sec rotary to reply co 
the state health officer assuring.hun 
of the full co-operation of Bryan and 
of the club in the work of the en­ 
gineer when he arrives. 
The letter in part is as follows: 
“ In co-operation with the United 
States public health sendee, I am pre­ 
paring to send an expert sanitary en­ 
gineer to about twelve towns in the 
m alarial section of the state for the 
purpose of making a complete survey 
of the work necessary to be done in 
order to exterminate the anophele* 
mosquitoes, and free the towns from 
malaria. 
“This survey will be done without 
any cost whatever to the towns rn 
which same is made, and when com­ 
pleted an estimate will be prepared 
of the cost of the work necessary to 
effectively 
remove 
the 
mosquito 
menace. 
I have the town of Bryan 
in mind as one of those in which to 
make the survey. 
“ As you are naturally interested in 
anything that will improve the health 
of your city and promote its growth 
and enhance the value of property, I 
am writing to ask, in case the survey 
is made in Bryan, that you extend 
every possible courtesy to our en­ 
gineer while making the survey, urn! 
do all you can to call the attention 
of the officials and the public goner 
ally to the work being done, and 
the possible good to accrue from 
same.”

MINISTER SAYS IRISH 
QUESTION NO LONGER 
CONNECTED RELIGION 


Nations Held in Unwill­ 
ing Subjection Have 
Right to Choose. 


New York, September 3.—The Irish 
question is no longer being consid­ 
ered by Americans as a religious and 
racial issue, is the declaration made 
by the Rev. Dr. Jam es Gratton My- 
them, Protestant Episcopal clergyman 
of Los Angeles, Cal., who has jus* 
completed a speaking 
tour 
of the 
country for the Friends of Irish Free 
dom. 
Dr. Mythen found the people 
of virtually every state he visited 
whole-heartedly in favor of the Irish 
demand for self-determination. 
“The so-called religious issue in 
Ireland is nothing but 
a 
common 
political 
trick 
by 
which 
English 
militarism seeks to justify its rule of 
might in that country,” Dr. Mythen 
declared. 
“ It aims to sow dissension 
among a naturally tolerant and am ia­ 
ble people, and to exaggerate that 
dissension a hundredfold in the eyes 
of Americans. 
Yet the masses of 
Catholic-Irishmen 
have 
repeatedly 
followed 
Protestant 
leaders 
like 
Swift, Henry Gratton, Wolfe Tone, 
Robert Em m ett and Charles Ste wry t 
Parnell, while on the other hand the 
last election proved that Protestants 
give equal confidence 
to 
Catholic 
leaders in patriotic m atters. 
“The common sense of Americans 
refuses longer to be confused by this 
injection of a fictitious religious char­ 
acter into what is surely a fight for 
national rights such as we went to 
war to vindicate. In the states I w m 
invited to state Troland’s case frotn 
Protestant pulpits. 
The outstanding 
impressions I received are, first, that 
it is sound American doctrine to de­ 
mand application of the principle of 
self-determination to nations held rn 
unwilling subjection by our associa­ 
tions in the late war as well as to 
peoples formerly enslaved by the con­ 
trol empires; and secondly, that the 
theory of the Irish question as a relig­ 
ious issue is causing its death blow 
at the hands of American Protest­ 
ants.”

HITCHCOCK SCORES COMMITTEE 
W ashington, September 3.—Declar­ 
ing that the real purpose of the for­ 
eign relations committee m ajority in 
amending the peace treaty was to kill 
the treaty entirely, and that such ac­ 
tion would be suicidal to the United 
States, Senator Hitchcock, the demo­ 
cratic leader, asserted in a speech to­ 
day that a majority of the senators 
would refuse to accept any commit­ 
tee changes. He said that Hie treaty 
opponents “crowd on the ground with 
mi sc roscopes searching for pitfalls 
in the league of nations overlooking 
the substantial benefits which the 
treaty brings the United States. 
The proposal of Senator Knox that

W. H. Burt, who lives near Bryan, 
as in the city today to cash a check 
for $432 “insurance money” on his 
otton crop which has been damaged 
considerably by boll worm*.

cheek was in payment of the purchase 
price of thirteen pig* which Mr. Burt 
fed for forty day* on com, feeding 
them two bushels a day, or a little 
over six bushels per head. 
The pigs made such good progress 
n their diet that when Mr. Burt a t­ 
tempted to load them into a wagon 
he had to make two loads of them. 
One load tipped the beam at 1490 
pounds, net, while the other weighed

healthy, squealing, grunting pig meat 
at eighteen cents a pound.

Texas to Feed Self. 
I have not yet reached the chief 
point of my observation, which is not 
so much to rejoice as to point a Ic* 
son. 
The lessen is th at Texas, this year, 
feeds herself. 
While there may bc 
some imports of this or that food or 
feed, there will be exports to com­ 
pensate and the balance of exchange 
will be slight. 
By this I mean to 
call attention to the fact that our 
cotton money will be velvet. 
Of course it has cost a great deal 
to make this crop. 
Labor has been 
high priced and farm supplies have 
cost more than ever before, but the 
average sale price of farm products 
is higher than ever before, and the 
farm er who has a well balanced sys­ 
tem of agriculture and has had to em­ 
ploy the minimum of outside labor, 
will show a handsome profit at the 
end of the season. 
Suppose that we had only half as 
much food and feed, and instead had 
50 p* r cent more cotton. Cotton would 
be cheaper, food and feed would be 
higher, and all the 
cotton 
money 
would be required to purchase the 
food and feed necessary to sustain 
the family and the live stock. 
By 
that system of farm ing, which has 
been the system for many years past, 
until the w ar and the necessity of the 
situation taught us a better wray, we 
would have had no more of substance 
at the end of the year than v/e had 
at th* beginning of the year, if in­ 
deed, we had not in the meanwhile ac­ 
cumulated some debts to carry over. 
Now we have food and feed enough 
to maintain us until another naivest, 
and we have cotton as a surplus or a 
profit upon the year’s labor, and we 
have something more than $500,000- 
000 of it, which we may spend as we 
please, for investment, for improve­ 
ment, for comfort. 
State Crops Well Balanced. 
The net result in the balance of the 
surplus cotton, above food and feed, 
would

substantially

whether corn was worth 50 cents or 
$1.50 a bushel, whether wdieat was 
worth 75 cents or $2.26 and whether 
cotton was worth 35 cents a pound
